N e w Y o r k . June 7th.—Rev. H eber New­ 
ton, in nis sermon on the labor problem 
yesterday, said: “The State can control 
transportation in th e interests of the people 
at large. 
Exchange needs to be as free as 
production, and to have no artificial re­ 
straint imposed upon it in the interests of 
the few. 
Modern transportation, from the 
necessity of the case, tends to become a 
monopoly. The State should follow th e 
exam ple set by the several countries of th e 
old world, and either own our railroads Of 
superintend their direction in the interest? 
of the commonwealth. 
The State should 
regulate our foreign im m igration. 
W e 
have received between 12.000,000 and 13.­ 
0110,000 im m igrants in half a century, and 
over 4.000,000 in the last decade. T his im ­ 
migration has tended largely toward our 
great m anufacturing centers, which it sti'.l 
further clogs with a surplus of labor, de­ 
pressing wages and lowering the dem and, 
on which production depends, thus leading 
to a shrinkage of the profits. 
Plainly we 
need either to restrict our imm igration or 
to organize a distribution in the interests 
of the nation. There should be stringent 
legislation as to the financial abilitv and 
general character of those we ask to be­ 
come citizens ol our great republic, if we 
desire that republic to live. W ithout any 
question, it is high time th at the law al­ 
ready passed two years ago by Congress, 
prohibiting the im portation of cheap for­ 
eg o labor, under contract, should he vig­ 
orously enforced. 
It is a m onstrous wrong 
that unscrupulous capital should be al­ 
lowed to rake the cheapest labor of the 
Uld W orld for material with which to fight 
our American workingm en." Newton urged 
the m erits of Western and Southern colo­ 
nization to provide for the trr;.«t arm y of 
unemployed people who are but J.-c.-ing the 
North and East in the m anufacturing ecu 
ters.

pilch of excitement. The same strain in 
France would have produced rebellion, 
possibly revolution. 
But it is gratifying 
to note bow coolly our British cousins stand 
these tests, and with what equanimity 
they meet these political shocks. It speaks 
volumes for English conservatism, and 
English loyalty to law and English insti­ 
tutions. 
We may expect the proroguing 
of Parliament to follow next in order, 
then there will come, in due time, a cam­ 
paign that will be at white heat from the 
opening to the close. 
The immediate out­ 
come cannot lie forecast at this distance, 
nor indeed in Great Britain, for so evenly 
divided are the contending hosts, that the 
bravest brains in all England do not ven­ 
ture to speculate closely upon the result- 
To this, however, hope gives life, and faith 
in the scheme itself gives expectation, that 
sooner or later and probably within the 
next two years—judging hv the progression 
the ‘‘idea” has made within the simple 
year just passed—home rule will lie an 
established fact, and an Irish Parliament 
will lie convened in Dublin.

GLADSTONE’S 
DEFEAT. 


On the liáth of May Mr. Gladstone said, 
in rest use to Sir Michael Iiicks-Beach, 
th e leader of the opposition, that the Gov­ 
ernment did not hope to carry the Irish 
home rule bill at this session of Parlia­ 
ment. 
But it did desire to pass it to a sec­ 
ond reading, in order to affirm the princi­ 
ple of the bill and pledge the House to 
home rule. The liadieals and the Irish 
Nationalists applauded loudly, hut with all 
their hearty welcoming of the “ grand old 
man ” as he entered the House yesterday 
the second reading was last night refused, 
: nd so the Government lost its case before 
■the representative body ol the Empire by 
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Mohoney’s introduction yesterday in 
the House of Representatives of a resolu­ 
tion of sympathy with Gladstone in his 
efforts to secure home rule for Ireland, was 
in bad taste, and the House did well when 
it refused to take speedy action on it, and 
might have done still better by refusing to 
refer it at all. 
We may sympathize all we 
please with Gladstone — that is right 
enough. 
It has been our own desire to see 
his hill go through, but for all that, the 
impropriety of our national legislature 
taking a hand in the politics of England 
is clear to us. 
It is little else than an in­ 
sult to those English party men w ho op­ 
pose Mr. Gladstone’s scheme as unwise, 
and not likely to accomplish the desired 
results. 
These men are also in power in 
the government of England, a nation with 
which we are at peace, and with whom our 
relations, commercially and otherwise, are 
very close. 
Al e cannot give any strength 
to Mr. Gladstone by official utterances of 
sympathy, even were it proper to do so. But 
the impropriety of any resolution—pass' 
ing by Congress on local political issues in 
England is patent on the face of the thing. 
Wh at would we think if the English Com­ 
mons should adopt a resolution declaring its 
wisli that a given measure should pass our 
Congress, on which our people were very 
evenly divided ? Certainly there would 
go up from the whole country a shouti 
Mind your own business, .John Bull, and 
you will have enough to do without med­ 
dling with ours.” So, too, the party 
receiving this English indorsement would 
simply be that much handicapped in the 
estimate of those who do not like English 
doctrines. 
Just so, in England, the people 
who look to America as the depot for the 
output of much of their trouble with Ire­ 
land, will he all the more antagonized 
against the home rule measure by our 
manifestation of friendship for it. The 
thing for us to do is to keep our official 
mouth shut on the subject. The press can 
lo all the necessary and unnecessary shout­ 
ing about Ireland. 


T h e protest of the ex-Princes of France 
against expulsion from their native land 
has force. 
The Republic of France is in 
no such strait as to demand this drastic 
measure for its protection. 
There have 
been no recent indications that these men 
have been plotting to overthrow the Gov­ 
ernment and substitute monarchy. 
Fortu­ 
nately, there are so many conflicting inter­ 
ests among them, that they serve as mutual 
antidotes. 
The Republic in France has 
proved its strength, and can aflhrd to 
endure the Princes a little longer. 
It will 
not he a great while until the last of them 
is gone to an eternal exile from which 
there is no return. 
Their descendants are 
scarcely Iikelv to be imbued with the am­ 
bitions of their parents. By the expulsion 
of the Orleans nobles France would make 
martyrs of those who are now not even 
heroes. The Orleanists, if desirous of ad­ 
vancing their own cause, could wish for no 
more efficient aid than France proposes by 
proscription to furnish them against her­ 
self. 
As simple c-itizeus of France these 
people are harmless ; as political exiles 
they «¡11 he a constant menace to the re­ 
public-. 
* 


T h e 8an Jose Mercury says the time has 
come in California as well as all other 
States to establish the line between free­ 
dom of speech and the abuse of that free­ 
dom. 
And it adds; 
“ The State must 
provide a penalty for the use of incendiary 
language, such as has become a regular 
Sunday observance in the Bay City.” 
Well enough said'- but let the memory 
turn hack only a few years to the time 
when the Legislature attempted to do jue- 
cisely that thing, and let us recall the re­ 
sult. 
Such a howl went up from the 
ranks and the sand-lottcrsabout “ gag 
law " and the infringement of the rights of 
the individual, that the Legislature took 
the hack track with such a rush that it 
fairly fell over itself in the attempt to eon- 
filiate the then howling sand-lot mob. 
Possibly the events' of recent times may 
give legislators something more of courage. 
We have not much hope, however, that 
any specific action will be taken. 
It will 
need a tragedy of bombs and dynamite to 
■ouso the pcopie to the point of action. 


T h e K ancho D el P aso Successes. 
All Sacramentans feel an interest and 
pride in the success of the horses from the 
Rancho del Paso in the East, hut only 
horsemen, and those who have watched 
and understóod the intelligent zeal and 
pertinacity of Mr. Haggin in his efforts to 
achieve the success now being won can ap­ 
preciate his victories.

P ard o n ed O ut of a City P rison. 
In December last W. C. Livingston was 
convicted in the Police Court of Oakland 
upon five charges of obtaining money un­ 
der false pretenses, and received sentences 
aggregating t«-o and one-half years’ impris­ 
onment in the city jail. The evidence on 
the trial was conflicting. Recently some 
evidence was discovered which satisfied the 
prosecuting attorneys and the committing 
magistrate that there were mitigating cir­ 
cumstances in all the cases, and as he has 
already served six months in prison, that 
he has been sufficiently punished fur the 
offenses committed. The prisoner is an 
invalid, and a more fit subject for a hos­ 
pital than a county jail. The Police Judge, 
S. F. Daniels, Deputy District Attorney 
James A. Johnson and Captain of the Po­ 
lice M. R. Thornes petition for his pardon, 
and add: “ Our action in this matter is 
prompted by our sense of justice, and the 
fact that, so far as we are able to learn, the 
man has neither money nor friends, to en­ 
able him to have his case presented for ex­ 
ecutive clemency. We, therefore, most re­ 
spectfully ask that under the circumstances 
you should grant to IV. C. Livingston a full 
pardon and have him released from jail.” 
The pardon was granted, in accordance 
with the request.

The trains appear to be delayed occa­ 
sionally ot late, as the construction trains 
have precedence of track above Delta, since 
the work must be carried on regardless of 
regular trains. The road has been accepted 
as fur as Delta, anti must be kept clear for 
trains, but above that point, trains for pas­ 
sengers and freight are only for accommo­ 
dation.

Louis Winters applied for the renewal of 
his franchise for a wharf at Courtland. 
The Original franchise was read. On mo­ 
tion of Mr. Passett, the matter was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Koads and 
Highways, to report on Wednesday. 
Robert Ward, John Aiston and Philip 
\ an Muren, the arbitrators appointed in 
lload District No. 4, reported that Will­ 
iam Garrick should receive $200 for tenting 
and $130 for a strip of land, 20 feet wide 
and 11 miles long. 
On motion of Mr. McMullen the report 
was adopted, all voting in the affirmative 
except Mr. Steinman. 
On motion of Mr. McMullen, the Over­ 
seer or lioad District No. 4 was directed to 
be instructed that the Board have accepted 
the arbitrators’ report. 
On motion of Mr. Steinman, the Board 
proceeded to an election for two members 
of the County Board of Education for a 
term of two years. 
Mr. Steinman nominated W. J. Hyde, 
Mr. McMullen nominated J. E. Blanchard, 
Mr. Jackson nominated Miss McCormick. 
Mr. Blanchard received four votes—Messrs. 
Jackson, Bates, McMullen and Passett;

D eath of :i W ell Known Jurist. 
Early yesterday morning Judge Stephen 
P, Scaniker, an attorney and well known 
in the Pacific coast States and Territories, 
and a veteran of the Mexican war, died at 
his residence in this city, aged 67 years. 
He was a native of Harper’s Ferry, Vir­ 
ginia, and his earlier youth was spent in 
that State. The family subsequently re­ 
moved to Paris. Mo., and he completed his 
education in Marion College, afterwards 
studying law in the office of Rial Wright, 
one oi the most prominent lawyers in the 
West. During the Mexican war he served 
tinder Colonel Doniphan, and at the con­ 
clusion of the war went to Texas, and 
from there came to California in 1850. He 
filled the office of District Attorney of 
Stanislaus county for ten yeara, and also 
resided in other sections of the State. For 
six years he lived in Virginia. Nev., and 
also lived for a while in Idaho City and 
Salt Lake City. Several years ago he re­ 
moved to Sacramento, and has lived here 
evert nice. He was an able lawyer and a 
man much admired by his friends for ex­ 
cellent traits of character.

Mayor Brown read a communication 
from the City Board of Health, announcing 
that they had chosen F. L. Atkinson, M. 
D., for the position <>f Health Officer, and 
asked that he be confirmed. 
“ Who is Atkinson ?” was the question 
asked by every member of the Board. No 
one could answer the question, and it was 
regarded as the "boss conundrum.” The 
Trustees each have lived in the city over 
thirty years, but their extended acquaint­ 
ance did not take in this new aspirant for 
political honors. 
Mr. Ryan said he had made diligent in­ 
quiries but had failed to find, with one ex­ 
ception, any man who knew or even had 
ever heard of Atkinson. He moved to re­ 
ceive the communication and place it on 
file, and postpone action until the Board 
satisfied themselves that there really was 
such an individual. 
The Mayor noticing a couple of strangers 
in the room, asked if Mr. Atkinson was 
present. 
he is extremely modest. 
At this juncture, J. R. Hodson, the well- 
known photographer, stepped forward and 
replying to the Mayor’s question, said: 
"No, your Honor, he is not present. His 
extreme modesty forbade bis appearing at 
this time. He iias lived in the city about 
fifteen months, has an office in my build­ 
ing, is a half-brother of mine, and will, if 
confirmed, make a good and efficient ofii- 
cer.”Trustee Jones said it would appear that 
the doctors had labored hard to discover 
some stranger with an M. D. appendage to 
his name, and had ignored the claims of 
many worthy, competent and tax-paying 
citizens. It looked very strange to him 
that the long list of names presented for 
their consideration should be ignored and 
a man who is an entire stranger to the city, 
her sewer system and imperfect drainage 
plans, should be selected. Just what the 
doctors meant by such action was so far 
beyond his comprehension that he gave 
it up. 
Mr. Hodson said lie believed his brother 
had been here about sixteen months. He 
was the unanimous choice of the Board ot 
Health, the two votes to the other man 
were only soft solder—complimentary, as 
it were; meant nothing. This was a case 
where the office sought the man, the man 
not seeking the office. He said he would 
go out and bring in Mr. Atkinson for their 
inspection. 
Mr. Hodson retired, and in about three 
minutes returned with a medium-sized 
young man about 5 feet 8 inches in bight, 
weight about 139 pounds, dark hair and 
mustache-—on the whole rather good-look- 
iDg. He was introduced to the Trustees, 
Auditor and newspaper reporters, and ap­ 
peared to be a pleasant, sensible and edu- 
caled gentleman. 
Mr. Ryan asked him many questions, as 
follows: 
- 
Question—How long have you been here? 
Answer—Nearly fifteen months. 
Q.—Do you know anything about the 
city ? A.—Yes ; I have driven around con­ 
siderably, and think I know a good deal 
about its location. 
Q.—Have you been here fifteen months? 
A.—Well, I have been away four months 
of that time, but had an office here. 
Q.—Have you voted here? A.—No, sir, 
I have not. 
(¿.—Are you on the Register? A.—Oh, 
yes!

Q.—How old are you? A.—About 25 
years. 
Q.—Married or single? A.—Well, I’m 
not married. 
(J.—Do you know anything about sani­ 
tary matters? A.—I read up some upon 
sanitary matters in Chicago. 
Mr. Ryan—Well, I have become tired 
and want to end this whole matter and get 
rid of it. 
Mr. Jones expressed the same opinion. 
Mayor Brown evidently was in harmony 
with the majority of the Board for once, for 
his motion to confirm the appointment of 
Mr. Atkinson was carried unanimously. 
The new Health Officer was told to enter 
immediately upon the duties of his office. 
After auditing a number of bills and or­ 
dering them paid, the Board adjourned. 
Caved Upon and Killed. 
Yesterday James Munroe Matthews, a 
teamster, who was hauling gravel from the 
pit east of the city, about a mile beyond 
Clark's pottery, was caved upon by a bank 
of earth and received fatal injuries. The 
workmen are in the Habit of digging at the 
bottom of the bank, and frequently the top 
overhangs a couple of feet. Mr. Gassoway, 
the foreman, had cautioned Matthews atid 
others working there not to drive under 
the bank, but yesterday Matthews had 
tuken a position with liis team which was 
dangerous. He was standing between the 
wagon and the hank, when the foreman 
saw the earth giving way. and called out, 
at thosame time catching Matthews by the 
arm and endeavoring to pull him out of 
the way. He ran a few steps, but appa­ 
rently thought of his team, and, springing 
back,’ was stooping to pick up the lines 
when the earth descended upon him. and 
he was almost completely buried. He was 
dug out alive, but his chest was crushed 
and his leg broken. He lived only ten or 
fifteen minutes. One of his horses was 
buried and the other had his leg broken 
below the knee and had to be killed. The 
horse that was caved upon was rescued as 
soon as possible, and proved to have sus­ 
tained only a slight lameness. The re­ 
mains of Mr. Matthews were Von veyed to 
the Coroner's office, where an inquest was 
held last evening, the verdict being one of 
accidental death. He was a native of Ohio, 
60 years of age. The family came here 
from Utah recently, and yesterday was the 
fourth day of his’ work at the gravel pit. 
His widow is left in destitute circumstances.

Over 200 are locked out. 
The steamer Sardonyx has arrived with 
200 more Chinese, destined for Altata. 
They were.not allowed to land at Mazat­ 
lan. Trouble over this matter is brewing. 
The Federal Government declares the 
Yaquis and Mayo valley Indian territory, 
and appoints a Military Governor. Cajem'c, 
with 1,000 men, cattle and arms, is on 
Celta Island, off the mouth of Yaqui river. 
His sub-chiefs have surrendered to Fed­ 
eral authority. 
Small-pox is declining, only ten cases 
having been reported since the 20tli of 
May, aud two deaths.
